a certain centurion, or captain, named 


Cornelius. He was. probably a freed- 


man of the great Roman family of 
the Cornelii, and was himself a Ro 
man citizen. He was at the time of 
this history attached to a Roman co 
hort, known as the Italian band, then 
stationed in Caesarea. 

Though he had not embraced the 


i Jewish faith, yet he believed in the 


one true God, and had nothing to do 
with the pagan beliefs and practices 
of his times. Holy Writ gives him this 
great tribute, that he was a religious 
man, and fearing God with all his 


house, giving much alms to the peo- 


ple, and always praying to God. His 
good life merited for him the privilege 
of being the first of the Gentiles to 
be received into the Church; and the 
story of his conversion forms one of 
the most interesting chapters in the 
Acts of the Apostles.
